CITY SCHOOL

Board of Education Takes op Discussion

of Bill Keqnirinf State Certificates
For Teachers.

Bids Asked on Proposed New School

Honse Snpt. Deane In-

crease in School Attendance.

In the opinion of Secretary Edward
V. Hallen and Superintendent of
Schools Charles W. Deane at the
meeting of the Board of Education
last evening, the Bridgeport Normal
school gives a more thorough training
to school teachers than the State Nor-
mal schools. They believe that grad-
uates should be exempt from having
to take a state examination to get a
certificate to teach. At present there
is a bill pending in the State Legisla-ture requiring all teachers graduating
after 1910 to show a State certificate,
except those who are graduates- of
Yale and Trinity Colleges and the
State Normal schools. The bill has
passed the 'Senate and Is now before
the House.

After a thorough discussion of the
matter the board appointed Attorney
John J. Cullinan to act with the com
mittee on schools to go to Hartford
to have the bill amended so that
Bridgeport will he represented. At
torney Hallen explained to the board
that it would be a hardship on Bridge-
port graduates who, after four years
of faithful work in the High school,
and ihen two years in training should
have to take a further examination,
when the training that they have re-
ceived Is in advance of the training
received in the State Normal schools.
He explained that only a few years
ago the standard of efficiency of the
local school was way ahead1 of the
State school, as In the State school
graduates from the eighth grade in
the grammar schools were accepted
and after a three years course made
teachers, while here a six years course
was necessary after the grammar
school course.

Mr. Thomas H. MacdonaJd thought
the bill was a step In the right dlrec- -
tion as it would bring the supervision

Report of Carnegie Hero
Commission Recites Names

of Brave Who Dared for
Others' Lives.

Death Was Portion of He-
roes Morris, Grant and
Funck,But the Little Girl,
Therese McNally, Lives to
Enjoy Fund of $2,000 Do-

nated for Her Education.
Who has not yearned to be a hero?

To plunge into the raging waters of a
foaming river, how easV in perspec-
tive, and how difficult in fact. To
desHmd into the choking gases of a
mine; to plunge into the fiery reces-
ses of a building in flames ; these axe
tasks that delight the-- imagination but
daunt the heart. They are also tasks
to which in these modern times few
are called and fewer chosen, as is
shown by the last report of the Car
negie Hero Fund Commission, which
has investigated, from its Inception to
Jan. 31, 1909, 3,219 acts of bravery, of
which but 24C have been found of such
a character that the heroes were deem
ed worthy of the medal of the com-
mission.

In the list of these awards It ap
pears that Connecticut has its share
of brave ones. George F. Russell was
the first Connecticut hero recognized
by the commission. July 29, 1904, Rus-
sell Jumped from a launch, into Long
Island Sound, and with two boys, 12
and 14 years, clinging to hiiru swam
to their capsized boat. Russell was
then aged 24. He was a shkp fitter.
The bronze medal was apportioned to
him.

And the next Connecticut hero was
not a hero at all, hut a heroine to wit,
Therese S. McNally, aged 13 years, who
on June 16, 1904 saved Doretta Merwin,
aged four, from drowning, in Long Is
land Sound at Woodmen t. The res-
cue was eighty feet from shore. The
little girl swamn 30 feet In eight feet
of water to reach the child. Miss Mc
Nally was awarded a bronbe medal
and $2,000 for educational purposes.

Also a holder of the bronze modal
of the commission is Thomas B. Bock- -
with, aged 19, who saved Harold C.
Asbtora. aged nine, from drowning in
wkterbury. Conn., Jan. 1. 1906. Bock-w- it

h dived into a hole in Forest Lake
and supported Ashborn in the icy wa
ters ten minutes until they were as-
sisted onto Arm ice.

Gustave Wohl. aged 32, holds a sil
ver medaL Wohl is a gunsmith. Deo.
28, 1906, he saved Clement R. Donahue,
aged eight, from drowning in Park
river. Breaking the ice before him
and swimming against the current, he
reached Donahue, 60 feet from shore,
and swam back with him.

That heroism does not arise entirely
from the Impulsive temperament of
youth i . shown by the case of John
Morris, of Hartford, aged 60. He was
a gate tender at a railroad crossing.
Seeing that a woman was about to
be struck by a fast approaching train
Morris left his post of duty, ran in
front of the train and pushed the wo
man from the track, but in so doingwas struck and instantly killed. A
silver medal was awarded and his wid
ow received a pension of $480 a year
until she dies or' remarried.

It will be seen that the penalty of
heroism is not infrequently death, if
one scrutinizes the list of 246 wards.

Carlton H. Funck, a pressman, aged
30, died attempting to save Jennie
E. Bechstedt, aged 18 from drowning
in Glastonbury, July 7, 1907. Funck
swam 20 feet from shore in the Con
nectlcut river, to Miss Bechstedt, who
had become distressed while bathing.
After swimming a few strokes with
her she grasped him around the body
rendering him helpless, and both were
drowned. A silver medal and $25 a
month was voted to his widow during
her life or until she remarries, with
five dollars a month additional for
each of three children until each
reaches the age of 16 years.

Nor is heroism in Connecticut more
the property of white people than It is
of age or youth, or man or woman.

George A. Grant, colored, aged 33,
teamster, sustained fatal Injuries res-
cuing Charles G. Campbell, 48, Presi-
dent American Painting and Decorat-
ing Company, and Charles A. Whip-
ple, 48, superintendent of building con-
struction, from a runaway in Groton,
June 23, 1906. Grant grasped the bri
dle of one of the horses, and findinghimself unable to control the other
horse, because his bridle was off, he
threw the one he had hold of and was
kicked on the neck and run over by
the vehicle. He died the second day
after. His wife received the silver med-
al and $25 a month for life,' or until
she remarries, and $5 a month for each
of her four minor children until each
is sixteen.

Sometimes heroes arrive in groups.
Such was the case when John W.
Smith, 53. master of the schooner "El
sie," with a volunteer crew of seven
men, rescued eight passengers from
the steamer Larchmont, off Block Isl
and, Feb. 21, 1907. With the thermom-
eter registering two degrees, the wind
blowing 35 miles an hour, and the
waves running 20 feet high, the Elsie, a
sixty foot boat, was taken five miles
to sea to a raft on which were 15 bod
ies. Seven of the castaways were
found to have frozen to death. The
living were transferred to the schooner
by the crew in 12 foot dories,. Smith
and his crew of seven received each a
gold medal, and were awarded sums
ranging from $1,000 to $4,000. These
were not Connecticut heroes, but
Rhode Island heroes. The reward that
they receiyed, ranks. In a pecuniary
sense, with the largest the commission
has made.

of schools under one head, but believed
that that supervision should be placedin the hands of educators, and not for
political reasons. He thought that
there should toe a uniformity of educa-
tion throughout the State, so that
children moving from one town to the
other would- not be handicapped in
their work' as they are at the present
time, the system in each city being so
different. Supt. Deane explained that
he had1 talked out the matter at a re-
cent meeting of educators and all
agreed that the local school should be
recognized.

Supt. Deane was again elected to the
position of superintendent for another
term of three years at an annual sal-
ary of 13,900, by the unanimous vote of
the membere present, John' F. Brady
being absent. Mr. Deane has been
superintendent of the local schools
since August. 1893. Dr. Deane thank-
ed the board for its renewed confi-
dence in him and stated that he would
have no other thought than the best
interest of the local schools.

A communication was received from
Major Thomas Boudren, who offers a
prize of $20 to the High school pupil
composing the best essay upon "The
Unjustifiableness of Compulsory jVac-cinatio- n,"

said essay to contain from
1,600 to 2,000 words and" to be the log-
ical reasoning of the pupil after a
careful study of the question, -- consulting

such authorities as he may desire.
The Major will give a list of authori-
ties on the question to any pupil. He
further desires that Messrs. Edward
y. Hallen, John J. Cullinan and LynnW. Wilson be named as the judges In
the selection of the prize winner. The
communication was referred to the
committee on schools.

NEW HAVEN ROAD

NOT TO ELECTRIFY

AT PRESENT

Officially Stated That it Will be Some

Time Before New Power is Eitended

Through Bridgeport.
New .Haven, May 11. The New Ha-

ven road has issued the following of-

ficial statement, about electrifying the
New York division from Stamford to
this city:

"In connection with the rumor rela-
tive to the extension of the New Ha-
ven road's electrification it was stated
officially today that preliminary esti-
mates had been prepared and sub-
mitted for the information of- the
board of directors; that the entire
matter was now being considered by
the board, and that it was unlikely
that any definite action would be tak-
en or authority granted for some time.

"The extension of the electrification
to New Haven is a work of very con-
siderable magnitude, and even after
the extension is authorized by the di-
rectors the preparation of detail plans
and specifications will consume con-
siderable time before the actual work
of construction Is commenced."

Two Companions
Also Drowned

Ithaca. N. Y. May 11. On the very
same date and at the same hour on
which a year ago Thomas r. Bergen,a young liwrtructor at Cascadilla
School, lost his life by drowning, af
ter his canoe had turned turtle, two of
his former companions, Hiram Averill
an instructor, ana ueorge wnite, a
student in the school, yesterday after-
noon met a similar fate in the middle
of Cayuga Lake, between Myers and
Taughannock, Falls.

Hibernians Split
With Irish Section

Tublin. May 11. Matthew Cummings
President of the Ancient Order or Hi-
bernians of America, and the Rev.
Father P. H. CDonnell. State Chap
lain of Massachusetts, who have been
here for the past month as delegates
for the order, have Issued an address
to the Hibernians of this country stig
matizing the Board of Erin section as
a purely political organization, disre- -

gardful of Catholic authority." Accord
ingly they announce that the Ameri
can order will refuse to have any con-
nection with this section until it be-
comes al and obedient to
Catholic authority.

"Happily, they add, ' we succeeded
in uniting 8.000 other Hibernians into
one harmonious non-politic- al body obe-
dient to the Catholic church, and sug-
gest that a convention of this body
be held not later than Aug. 1."

To Dig Canal in Two Years

Washington, May 11. According to
advices from Col. George W. Goethals
received at the Washington office of
the Isthmian Canal Commission, the
Panama Canal, at the present rate of
progress, will be completed, so far as
the excavation Is concerned, in less
than two more years and three
months, or by Aug. 1, 1911. of

The total amount of excavation since
(May 4. 1904, when the United States
Undertook the work, has been 73,124,849
cubic yards. Of this vast amount more
than one-hal- f, or 38,059,180 cubic yards,
has been taken out In the last twelve
months. It Is estimated that there re-
mains to be excavated 101.541,746 cubic
yards.
